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This ‘Deadline’ Is 
Of Vital Importance 


It is good to hay@ reassurances from 
those responsible for the program that 
the city will meet the federal deadline of 
Dec. 15 for urban renewal plans. There 
have been few more important deadlines 
in the city’s history. 

Mavor Hartsfield, Alderman Hamil- 
ton Douglas, chairman of the aldermanic 
committee on urban renewal, and Col. 
Malcolm Jones, head of the Department of 
Urban Renewal, gave such reassurances 
on The Constitution’s Press Gallery pro- 
gram Sunday on WSB-TV. They also 
discussed some of the very difficult prob- 
lems in connection with the program 
which must be overcome. 

Admittedly there are such problems. 
Any program affecting as many people 
as urban renewal does is bound to have 
them. The challenge thus presented does 
call for careful planning and for meeting 
day-to-day roadblocks with intelligence 
and firmness. 

Urban renewal is so important to the 
future of this community that it is un- 
thinkable present projects will be stale- 
mated or delayed. In fact, additional proj- 
ects should be put into the planning stage 
as quickly as possible. : 

Alderman Douglas pointed out quite 
clearly that experience in other cities 
had proved clearing out of blighted areas 
is a good investment, even if the com- 
munity has to foot the entire bill. But 
here in Atlanta we have help from the 
federal government. Other cities have 
secured financial support from founda- 
tions as well. 

The mayor also cleared up questions as 
to why the three particular projects were 
chosen as a starter. The reasons are plau- 
sible and. as Alderman Douglas said, there 
may be worse slums but these would be 
hard to find. 

Community cooperation, full-scale 
participation by the city government— 
including the Board of Aldermen—will be 
needed in meeting this challenge to At- 
lanta’s future.

The observance of “Pulp and Paper 
Day” in Georgia today affords the state 
an opportunity to pay tribute to one of its 


fastest growing sources of income. 

Paper mills in Georgia employ approxi- 
mately 11,000 workers and have a yearly 
payroll of some 54 million dollars. The 
mills purchase about 80 million dollars’ 
worth of pulpwood annually from the 
state’s private producers. 

J. W. Fanning, chairman of the di- 
vision of agricultural economics at the 
University of Georgia College of Agricul- 
ture, at a luncheon here yesterday 
pointed out that the demand for pulp- 
wood will be accelerated in the years to 
eome. 

With a 23 per cent increase in the use 
of paper expected in the next 17 years, 


federal and state forestry services and 
private enterprise face a tremendous chal- 
lenge. It is encouraging to note that 
through research and education programs 
they are impressing upon private owners 
the importance of following the proper 
practices in order to assure an ample sup- 
ply of pulpwood for the future.

Atlanta Comes of Age 
As Art Center for South 


Atlanta now may be said to have come 
of age as an art center for the Sottth- 
east. There are on exhibition at the 
Atlanta Art Assn. galleries 30 pieces of 
art from the fabulous Kress Foundation. 
There are 27 paintings and three 15th and 
16th century wood sculptures. The paint- 
ings, beginning with the 14th century, 
cover 400 years of Italian art. 

These masterpieces have been lighted 
brilliantly by Abe Feder, perhaps the 
greatest genius with light this country has 
produced. Theater-goers will know him 
best as the man who did the light effects 
for the Broadway hit, “My Fair Lady.” 
He will go to England to “light” the Lon- 
don production of the same show. He also 
has done such jobs as lighting the new 
Idlewild Airport, developing special bulbs 
on poles 300 feet apart so that one may 
read a newspaper midway between them. 

No other museum in the country has 
better lighting for its masterpieces and 
only a handful have as good. The effect, 
specially developed for Atlanta, adds 
much to the paintings and the sculpture 
and the rooms in which they are shown. 


Atlanta is one of 13 American cities 
to receive gifts from the Kress collection 
and it is no secret that our city is near the 
top of this list in masterpieces. The gal- 
leries also include a fine exhibit of con- 
temporary art and a place where those 
inspired may purchase paintings to begin 
their own collections. The museum is 
open to the public. 

May we suggest that schools and in- 
dividual citizens over the state will also 
find the galleries a very worthwhile place 
visit. We congratulate the Art Assn.’s 
officers and all who have joined to bring 
all this to Atlanta.

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Anti-Recession Moves 


Pose Inflation Threat 


Congress, back in Washington follow- 
ing the Easter recess, seems imbued with 
a sense of urgency about immediate meas- 
ures to end the business slump which has 
hit certain sectors of the economy. 

The danger appears to be that too 
much will be tried too quickly, albeit five 
million unemployed is a rather powerful 
argument for drastic measures. 

Take the business of tax cuts. Former 
President Truman yesterday urged an im- 
mediate cut of five billion dollars. He 
evidently has had a change in his eco- 
nomic thinking since 1948 when he vetoed 
an even larger tax reduction by a GOP- 
controlled Congress when they overrode 
his veto. The reduction proved a big fac- 
tor in ending the 1948 recession. 

The powerful Committee for Economic 
Development also is urging a 20 per cent 
across-the-board reduction 
taxes aS a temporary measure to in- 
crease consumer spending. The reasoning 
here is that such a cut would prove such a

upon a man who had been blind from his birth. His dediohen ot in- 
volved in all kinds of abstract speculations and ask, ‘Master, who 


did sin, this man, or his parents, 

While they continued their spec- 
ulation, Jesus turns from such 
talk and approaches the unfortu- 
nate man and offers him that 
which he most needed—his sight. 

The man’s neighbors then get 
involved in asking how it aill 
came about. They couldn't see 
that the important thing was not 
how it happened but that the blind 
man was now able to see. In- 
stead of rejoicing in his good 
fortune, they asked questions. And 
they took him before certain of 
the Pharisees who continued the 
speculations and finally got in- 
volved in a discussion concerning 
whether ‘or not a man’s sight 
should be restored on the Sab- 
bath. As if speculations were 
more important than the glorious 
experience of receiving sight. 

But this man, who couldn’t an- 
swer their questions, does know 
for certain one thing. He ex- 
claims: ‘‘One thing I know, that, 
whereas I was blind, now I see!”’ 
And that for him was all that 
really mattered. 

It must be a wonderful experi- 
ence to have sight come to blind 
eves, but it is even more won- 
derful to have sight come to 
blind minds.

Republicans Fight 
To Stem the Tide 


WASHINGTON — A growing band of pro- 
Eisenhower senators is beginning to inject new 
energy into Republican policy and is giving the 


party a much-needed boost for the congressional elections. Their pur- 
pose is to keep the Republican Party in the center of the stage in 


dealing with the biggest issues, 


primarily the recession and, as a 


result, to reduce the expected Democratic landslide this fall. 


Otherwise, come 1960 Republi- 
cans may well find themselves 
looking back at the two Eisen- 
hower terms as a breathless in- 
terlude between two long periods 
of one-party rule. 

The activating core of these 
let's get-some-things-done Repub- 
lican senators comprises Aiken of 
Vermont, Case of New Jersey, 
Cooper of Kentucky, Ives and Ja- 
vits of New York, Kuchel of Cali- 
fornia, Potter of Michigan, Pur- 
tell of Connecticut and Payne and 
Margaret Smith of Maine. Their 
influence on the floor of the Sen- 
ate spreads to other members of 
the party and to the other side of 
the aisle. 

What they are up to is this: 

To help the party keep the in- 
itiative in dealing with the major 
matters before Congress, rather 
than conceding it almost by de- 
fault to Lyndon Johnson. 

To mobilize the maximum sup- 
port for the Eisenhower program, 
including defense, outer space, 
foreign aid, reciprocal trade and 
antirecession measures. 

To encourage the President, by 
showing him how much support 
he has, to act more boldly in us- 
ing the resources of government 
to cushion and shorten the slump. 

They’re breaking new ground 
in their own proposals for execu- 
tive and legislative action. Here 
are three examples:

WASHINGTON — When Lyndon B. Johnson 
comes charging onto the Senate floor, there is no 
doubt about the signals he will call or how he 


1. How defense contracts can 
be let to help areas where indus- 
try is most distressed and unem- 
ployment acute. Senators Purtell, 
Kuchel, Case and their colleagues 
have come up with a most-practi- 
cal idea; namely, divide the de- 
fense contract into two parts, 
award 50 per cent to the lowest 
bidder wherever he is and then 
award the remainder to firms lo- 
cated in surplus labor areas if 
they are prepared to meet the 
lowest bid. Thus the government 
pays no more for the contract and 
unemployment is relieved. 

2. How to extend state unem- 
ployment compensation.

without delay. These senators 
would extend the payments as 
needed throughout 1958. This 


would greatly speed up the proc- 
ess since the State Legislatures 
would not have to act. 

3. How to use the antirecession 
public works to help the schools. 
They will propose shortly a one- 
year, emergency federal aid pro- 
gram to help states erect school 
buildings, plans for which are al- 
ready engineered and on.the shelf. 

These Republican senators hope 
for the most decisive initiative 
from the White House, but when 
it isn’t forthcoming at every point, 
they do not intend to stand still 
themselves—and aren't. 


will call them. The majority leader of the Senate not only tc 
what he wants but he knows how to get it out of the tangled web of 
congressional procedure. This man has the hallmark of an executive. 


With his driving energy and his 
ceaseless attention to detail, he 
could just as well be at the head 
of a big corporation as manager 
of the 49 widely-assorted Demo- 
crats in the Senate. 

Returning from the Easter re- 
cess, he is determined to set a 
pace in congressional action that 
will prove to the country that the 
Congress and not the executive is 
solving the nation’s problems. 

Johnson is making the speech 
at the concluding banquet of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. This is a spot that any 
ambitious politician would envy. 
It pits him against President 
Eisenhower, who speaks at a 
luncheon on Thursday, as_ the 
spokesman of his party. 

Just five years ago Eisenhower 
made a historic address to the 
newspaper editors. In that talk, 
coming not long after Stalin’s 
death, the President held out the 
hope of negotiating for peace, 
calling on Russia for a demon- 
stration of goodwill such as the 
signing of an-~ Austrian peace 
treaty. Reports out of the White 
House are that intensive work has 
gone into the President's forth- 
coming speech under his super- 
visory eye with the intention of 
meking it another major address. 

So the senator from Texas will 
be on the spot. 

The Johnson paradox is that of 
an ambitious man renouncing am- 
bition. He tells all and sundry 
that he has put party leaders in 


his state on notice that, far from 
being a candidate for President in 
1960, he will not even attend the 
Democratic convention. 

While he will not in all prob- 
ability be the candidate, his in- 
fluence and the record he is set- 
ting will have a lot to do with the 
selection of No. 1 and the kind of 
platform he runs on. 

Some liberal Democrats believe 
Johnson is setting far too cau- 
tious a line with respect to the re- 
cession. He and his partner, 
speaker Sam Rayburn, who di- 
rects the affairs of the House with 
similar authority, have, had an in- 
formal agreement with Secretary 
of the Treasury Robert B. Ander- 
son, also a Texan, to hold back a 
tax cut. 

This, the liberals complain, puts 
the Democrats on the same foot- 
ing with the Republican admin- 
istration. They add that the 
speedup in housing and highways 
is all very well but it will not 
create many jobs this year’ and, 
therefore, will not check the re- 
cession. 

Highly sensitive to criticism, 
the majority leader proves his 
own liberalism by pointing to his 
record on rural electrification, so- 
cial security and the other meas- 
ures out of the New Deal. He sees 
himself as the heir to Franklin D.

fits is full-scale community back- | 
ing. Unless Atlanta pulls togeth- 
er, urban renewal will likely 
flounder and go under. 

But relocation has become the 
main obstacle to the entire slum 
clearance program. Diverse| 
opinions from numerous factions 
could scuttle the whole project 
MUCH UNEASINESS 

Relocation is responsible for al- 
most all the uneasiness among 
city politicians over urban re- 
newal, 

Yet, like urban renewal itself. 
relocation has a deceptively sim- 
ple, uncomplicated outward ap 
pearance. 

The city has proposed the con- 
struction of 5,500 one - family 
houses under Section 221 of the 
National Housing Act. Private in- 
dustry, under the plan, would 
purchase tracts of land, build the 
houses and resell them. 

Persons displaced by the ur- 
ban renewal program, or any) 
other governmental action, such 
as expressway construc 
tion would have priority on buy 
ing the houses under the law. I! 
they waived their priority or 
failed to negotiate within 60 days 
the houses could be sold to any 
one else under the same terms. 


FHA LOAN 


The terms call for a maximum 
cost of $9,000 ($10,000 in high 
cost areas) for the dwellings. 
The mortgage loan mav be 100 
per cent FHA approved over a 
40-year period. 

The ‘221’ houses may be built 
anywhere within the city, not 
necessarily back in the cleared 
slum areas. That's the source of 
most of the difficulty. 

Home owners in established 
moderate neighborhoods look 
down their noses at “those peo- 
ple from the slums’’ and shudder | 
at the prospect of having several | 
families of ex-slum dwellers liv- 
ing next door or across the street 

Col. Malcolm Jones, the city’s | 
urban renewal director, however, 
estimates that ex-slum dwellers 
eventually will find their way 
into only one of every five “221” 
homes built. 

Also, many urban renewal pro- | 
moters are hopeful of establish- | 
ing a program of rehabilitation | 
for the displaced to help them in 
adjusting to their cleaner, better 
environment. It has been sug-| 
gested that some form of ‘‘strong 
encouragment” be given them to 
keep the new homes in good re- | 
palr.

MILLEDGEVILLE—Next time I see my psychiatrist I’m going 
to ask him about people who are crazy about cemeteries. It cer- 
tainly will hack me if he tells me that at this stage of my life I’m 
coming down with what they call “the death wish.”’ But I sure do 
like an old graveyard. 


Mr. and Mrs. Jere Moore and Florence Moran of the Union- 
Recorder staff here were taking me on a little drive to see all the 
beautiful new homes that are competing with dogwood and redbud 
and blue flags for the honor of occupying Baldwin County. After 
we had done the new part of town we came inevitably to the old 
and, of course, dessert part. 


We paused in front of the President’s Mansion, which is being 
restored to its original color—a soft old rose—and I peered at the 
square cupola atop it, which, I hear is soon to be replaced with 
an exact replica of the round cupola which was originally there. 
We drove slowly by the old Ferguson home sniffing the marvelous 
combined fragrances of wisteria and old boxwood. 

And then we came to the gate of the old cemetery. As many 
times as I’ve been to Milledgeville I’ve never been in that old 
cemetery and I said as much to the Moores. Jere obligingly 
backed up and turned in. In former years when life moved at a 
more leisurely pace, citizens of Milledgeville who wanted an outing 
took a walk in the cemetery. Picnics there weren’t unheard of. 


We parked the car and got out and walked about. The cedars 
in the old cemetery are very old, making a cool dark cavern of 
greenness over the older graves. Bluebells grow wild in the grass 
and a bluejay whistled sportively from the top of an old gray 
monument. 


We wandered about awhile, reading the old epitaphs, growing 
accustomed to birth and death dates of two centuries ago. When 
Milledgeville was founded, one of two on-purpose capitals in the 
United States (the other being, of course, Washington City), a great 
many veterans of the American Revolution were still living. Some 
of them are buried here. 


But there is one section of the cemetery of which I had never 
heard and which may some day soon attract statewide attention. 
It's the section where Georgia legislators, who happened to die 
when the General Assembly was in session in Milledgeville, are 
buried. 


Jere Moore has applied to the State Historical Commission for 
a fence to protect this part of the cemetery from passing traffic. 
(The stones are very close to the road.) He has also asked for an 
appropriate marker and a little repair work which would put broken 
stones hack together before they are scattered and clear up some 
of the inscriptions which are moss-grown and weather-worn and 
no longer legible. (Jere would be the last person to ask that they 
be made new again. Like a true son of Milledgeville he likes the 
old look.)

about the reason for legislators having been bur- 
of returned to their own counties but when Jere. 
explained it was perfectly obvious. A hundred years ago the body 
of the 20-year-old “Gentleman pwns Murray,’ whose grave I 
paused by, couldn’t have been taken home in less than a week. 
Roads were difficult, sometimes impassable and embalming was 
not generally practiced. 

The Milledgeville cemetery is a pleasant place to be. But it 
would be nice if that litle group of 18 or 20 graves of legislators 
could have some special state marker.
